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either a positive or negative indication, via the interface, as to whether or not the at least one 
power round criterion is satisfied. 

93. (Withdrawn): The method of claim 89, 90, 91 or 92 wherein the method further 
comprises: 

asking at least one party for information. 

94. (Currently amended): A bargaining system comprising: 

an input connectable to an on-line interface for receipt of values therefrom: the input being 
adapted to receive : 

a) a first value, submitted on-line by a first entity; and 

b) a second value submitted on-line by a second entit y, the fir3t and second 

entities being opposite the first entity each other with respect to a transaction, the first value 
being inaccessible to the second entity and the 3ccond value being inaccessible to the first 
entity, the first value and the second value capable of being different in magnitude from each 
other; 

an input connectable to an on - line interface for receipt of values therefrom; 
an output; 

memory connected to the input and configured to receive and temporarily store values 
received from the input such that the first value is inaccessible to the second entity and the second 
value is inaccessible to the first entity : 

a processor connected to the memory; and 

a computer executable program, the program being structured to, when executed by the 
processor, accept a pair of values from opposite entities and return a specified result indicator based 
upon the application of at least one predetermined criterion to a mathematical comparison of the 
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pair of values in a normal r ound and, when the result indicator indicates that the at least one 
p f nr|n 1 -n^ir,nrl rfitnfinn ia nnt QntiqfipH in the normnl round, the specified result indicator including: 

a) a negative result indicator indicating that the at least one predetermined criterion is 
not satisfied in the round, whereby a bargained transaction does not result: or 

b) a positive result indicator based upon the application of at least one predetermined 
criterion to a mathematical comparison indicating that the at least one predetermined criterion is 
satisfied in the round, whereby a bargained transaction results . 

95. (Currendy amended): The system of claim [[94]] 156 wherein the program, when 
executed by the processor, is still further structured to transmit via the output notification of 
[[the]] a bargained payment. 

96. (Original): The system of claim 94 wherein the program, when executed by the 
processor, is still further structured to ask at least one party for information. 

97. (Original): The system of claim 94 wherein the program, when executed by the 
processor, is still further structured to automatedly generate documents. 

98. (previously amended): The system of claim 155 wherein one of the power round 
pair of values is the same as one of the pair of values. 

99. (previously amended): The system of claim 155 wherein the at least one 
predetermined criterion and the at least one predetermined power round criterion are 
different. 

100. (previously amended): The system of claim 155 wherein the at least one 
predetermined criterion and the at least one predetermined power round criterion are the 
same. 

101. (Withdrawn): A bargaining system comprising: 

a automaton-like facilitator including a plurality of non-revealing entity prompts; 
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automatedly providing the bargained payment to the entity to be paid and providing the 
bargained payment through at least one of: 

i) crediting a payment card account, registered to the entity to be paid, with the specified 
amount, 

ii) wherein the payment card account is at least one of a credit card, debit card, charge card, 
entertainment card account, 

iii) crediting an affinity program account registered to the entity to be paid according to the 
specified amount. 

155. (Currendy amended): The system of [[C]] claim 94 wherein the program, when 
executed by the processor, being further structured to perform a power round analysis of a power 
round pair of values by applying at least one predetermined power round criterion to the power 
round pair of values and, when a power round result indicator indicates that the at least one 
predetermined power round criterion is satisfied, provide a power round payment value for the 
transaction to at least one of the opposite entities via the output. 

156. (New): The system of claim 94 wherein the program, when executed by the 
processor, is still further structured to, when the result indicator indicates that the at least one 
predetermined criterion is satisfied, provide a bargain payment value for the transaction to at least 
one of the opposite entities via the output. 
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
